be announc ed on SSC bulletin boards, and will be continued

through April 24. Students will 
be asked to pay 25 cents each to 
cover the cost of disposable 
syringes used to administer the 
shots. They should pay this fee 
at the time they sign up. 

Specific times will be assigned 
to each student signing up. Dr. 
Daniei A. Tobin, medical officer 
of the SSC health center, an- 
nounced that 1000 people must 
take these shots, or the program 
will be abandoned. He wili be 
able to inoculate 125 persons an 
hour and will waiver the age 
limit of 40 for those over that 
age. Students who have a conflict 
in their schedule will be excused 
from class for the time that it 
takes to receive their shots. Stu- 
dents under 21 are required by 
law to bring a permit from their 
parents in order to sign up. 

Polio vaccine cannot be admin- 
istered as a part of the student 
health service because it is set 
up under the State Department 
and does not provide for diag- 
nosis or treatment but only sim- 
ple medical services, and the 
health service does not have the 
money or facilities for mass in- 
oculation. Therefore, Tobin, Dr. 
Snively and Mrs. Breshears, 
school nurse, have taken it upon 
themselves to provide polio vac- 
cine to the students. Two thous- 
and shots of vaccine are avail- 
able at no cost to the student, 
other than that of the syringe. 

The first shots will be adminis- 
tered on May 1 from 8 a.m. to 
5 p.m. in the gymnasium. If the 
1000 person quota is reached, the 
second shots will be given June 
1 from 8 to 5 also. The vaccine 
wii! be availabie to the faculty 
&: their expense on tie evening 
of May 1. Syringes will be brokea 
and given back to the student to 
show that no profit is being 
made.

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« Closed Facilities Are Unfair 


All Sacramento State College students should go to the 
convocation next Monday. The reason: there is virtually 
no place else to go. 

The cafeteria will be closed. So will the student lounge. 
All gymnasium facilities except those used for the program 
will be closed. In fact, the only places that will be open are 
the library, the rest rooms and the telephone booths. 


It is a little hard to imagine how the library got on the 
preferred list. Head Librarian Alan D. Covey wishes it 
wasn't so. In a letter to Dr. Roberta Christie, associate 
dean of students, Covey said “If the library remains open 
when the other facilities are closed, the library becomes 30 
packed and congested that no effective study can take 
place.” Obviously when students are faced with the dismal 
choice between convocation and library they take the latter. 

Now isn't this just a little silly? Supposedly college 
students are bright enough and independent enough to de- 
cide for themselves whether or not they want to attend a 
convocation. Closing the cafeteria will not force students 
to attend assemblies. In fact, it may keep some of them 
away—just for spite. 

Last year Student Council considered fully the question 
of competition with assemblies’ The Council members last 
year made the wise choice and kept campus facilities in 
operation. This year, however, the assemblies have been 
changed, in name only, to convocations. This fancy handle 
seems to provide reason enough to close down everything 
on campus. 

Actually, the cnvocations seem to differ from assemblies 
only by being fewer in number—a refreshing change. Like 
last year’s assemblies, the convocations are actually very 
worthwhile to students interested in them. These students 
would attend, and profit, whether the cafeteria was closed 
or not. The students who are not interested in the convoca- 
tion could, and will, pass the time in another way. 

Closing campus facilities for convocations is an out-and- 
out violation of students’ personal liberties. What is more, 
it will not increase the attendance at the convocations. 


Polio Shots Planned 


Sacramento State College students will have a chance 
to take advantage of one of the truly marvelous advances 
of modern medicine during May when Salk polio shots will 
be administered for the nominal fee of 25 cents by the col- 
lege health service. 

Tom Willoughby, Associated Students president, urged 
all students to sign up for the shots as soon as possible. He 
said that lack of interest was the only thing that could pre- 
vent the program from working. 

Willoughby explained that the vaccine was given free 
to ASSSC. He said that Dr. Daniel A. Tobin, college health 
officer, and his staff offered to volunteer their services to 
give the shots. However, he said Tobin specified that at least 
1600 students must sign up for the program before it can 
be begun. 

Floyd Fenocchio, freshman president, will be in charge 
of the drive on this campus. Fenocchio echoed Willoughby’s 
plea to the students to sign up early. 

The Salk shots could save the life of any one of SSC’s 
5000 students. The cost is negligable when compared with 
the fee charged by private doctors or with the expense of 
polio treatment. Students who are interested in the pro- 
gram should try to interest their fellows because a large 
sign up is necessary for the success of the campaign.

The doldrums of spring have 
descended upon the campus; 
again this week there is no issue 
important enough to provoke a 
coherent and comprehensive com- 
ment in this column. There are, 
however, some issues of less gen- 
eral interest which we could do 
well to mention. 

First of all there is the little 
known and Jess realized fact that 
student body elections are prac- 
tically upon us. In only two 
weeks it will be time for pros- 
pective candidates to circulate 
their petitions. Typically there 
are many candidates in the race 
who decide a few hours before 
the deadline that they would like 
the honor, glory, and other fool- 
ish fripfrap which supposedly ac- 
companies a student office. Thus 
there is a rush of last minute 
petition circulation and some fev- 
erish calculation to attempt to 
figure if grade points meet the 
required minimum. 

The point of all this is that 
there should be some serious 
consideration by prospective can- 
didates of the office they aspire 
to. Such consideration should 
take place now, some weeks be- 
fore the political campaign be- 
gins. 

Any prospective candidate, for 
example, should have some vague 
knowledge of what he is letting 
himself in for. He should know 
what duties will be expected of 
him as a student officer and how 
many hours he will have to give 
to his office. 

He will do well to have a long 
talk with the incumbent to find 
out these details and to shatter 
wny delusions of grandeur he 
may have. He musi be willing to 
accept the fact that no titie can 
possibly offer any satisfactory 
amount of personal aggrandize- 
ment. You are in no way “bet- 
ter” than the person who sits 
next to you in the cafeteria sim- 
plybecause you possess the dubi- 
ous distinction of hoiding a stu- 
dent office. 

On the contrary, a student of- 
ficer must be willing to forfeit 
many of the rights and privileges 
he would have as an individual. 
He can never afford himself the 
luxury of considering only one 
side of a question nor can be give 
particular deferen2 to his own 
personal opinion. He musi at ail 


times consciously attempt to see 
matters in the framework of the 
whole student association and to 
mate his decision accordingly. 
Above all he is the indefensible 
object of criticisms—both justi- 
fied and unjustified. 

It might seem that in speaking 
of the things which a prospective 
office holder should consider we 
have rambled from one general- 
ity to another. This should not 
be allowed to detract from the 
point at hand—-prospective candi- 
dates should krow what they are 
letting themselves in for before 
they take out their petition. This 
is no more than fair to them- 
selves and to the job they are 
seeking.

Student Reports Visit 
Editor of the Hornet: 

On March 8th The Hornet 
printed « letter by L. G. written 
in response to Assemblyman Rees 
charging that education courses 


offer “no intellectual challenge.” 
L. G., now wishes to report as 
follows: Approximately two 
weeks ago I learned that Dr, 
Harold B. Roberts, dean of edu- 
cational services, desired to speak 
with me regarding the problems 
highlighted in the article. I was 
encouraged at Dr. Robert's re- 
quest for frankness and above 
all his warm receptive consider- 
ation of one student's view point. 
Dr. Roberts concluded by refer- 
ing me to Dr. H. Orville Nord- 
berg, chairman division of teact» 
er education. 

Dr. Nordberg gave me more 
than an hour of his time. Again 
one could not have asked for a 
more receptive consideration as 
I received. To go into our con- 
versation, I learned that there 
are those on the teaching staff 
who were hurt by what can be 
considered personal slams at 
their dedicated efforts to heip 
their students. The staff spends 
much of their off-work time at 
home talking with student-teach- 
er candidates either on the phone 
or personally. Devotion earns in- 
tangible rewards and “shot gun” 
methods unintentionally and un- 
fortunately hit these intangibles 
where it hurts, for this I must 
apologize. 

Next I learned from Dr. Nord- 
berg that much is being done to 
cut out the “required plethora 
of repititious and drawn out 
courses.” Two years ago Dr. 
Nordberg’s predecessor re-evalu- 
ated the entire education pro- 
gram. Here they found duplica- 
tion and their weeding efforts re- 
sulted in a syllabus, issued last 
semester, unifying the entire 
junior year program. 

Dr. Nordberg then showed me 
seven different plans that he has 
been working on to reduce the 
number of required units. He 
asked me for any suggestions and 
by doing so opens his office door, 
a door which has always been 
open, for other student's sugges- 
tions (just as Diane Hauck aptly 
points out). 

In cutting course units the in-
